applicant has added new species for the central nervous stimulating component where only generic language was recited before. As 
stated in MPEP section 809.02(d): "If after an action on only generic claims with no restriction requirement, applicant presents 
species claims to more than one species of the invention, he or she must at that time indicate an election of a single species." 
Applicant previously presented generic language for the central nervous stimulating component. Now applicant has presented 
numerous species to this component. If applicant had presented such language previously, species election would have been required. 
Thus, in keeping with MPEP 809.02(d), to be considered fully responsive, applicant is required to select a specific species from 
Zingiberaceae, Capsicum, Piperaceae, cinerol, zingerone, zingerol, shogaol, capsaicin, or piperine.
